THE INDIA.N FAMINE. 

The Distress Dot>s Not Seem Loasened In 
■ Spite of Every Effort. 

London, .Ttily lU. — The government of 
Bombay telegraphs to the secretary of 
&tite.Jor India, saying that there were 
0,928 cuses of cho'.era in the famine dis- 
tricts during:' the week ending July 7," of 
which 0,47'1 were fatal, and that lii the 
native states there were 9,520 cases, of 
which 5,802 were fatal. Tlw? total num- 
ber of deathu ou the relief workn was 
5,870, which was 3.0 per ,1,000. There 
ha6 been a good rainfall in Surat, Khan- 
dersh and the weslcrn part of the Dec- 
can and rain hae heguu in parts of North 
Cujcrat, where the iiumberti deiuanding 
relief js continuing to increasi-. The Vice- 
roy of India telegrapliti that there were 
heavier gener;il rains last week in lierar 
and the central provinces of Hybrabad. 
The rainfall was good and sutlieient fur 
present needs in Ua jputana. In Central 
India there were moderate generiil rains. 
The crowing i.>f crops has partly com- 
menced. The monsoon wan heavy in 
Sural anil tlierc were gm.d falls in Katty- 
war and Tliana. I'liere have been iii- 
sudicieiit r.iius in the rnnjab for dry land 
sowing. Nolwitlislaiidiiig the imiiroved 
prtspects, no diminution of relief is po.s- 
sible. On tlie-(.oiitrary, the ligiiri^^ last 
week were llie higlu.sl repurti'd for vil- 
lage relief iind advances ri.placing relief 
work. Tlie coiuli.ion of the surTiviiig cat- 
tle in ^V^.sl^■rll India is deiiloralple. The 
health reluriu- from llie central prov- 
inces are satisfactory. Tiie total relief 
was 0,418,000.

In Six Weeks Wires Will Connect 
British Columbia With 
Dawson. 



U. 8. Will Build From Nome to 
Touch Dominion at Fort 
Cudahy. 



Vancouver, ,7uly 10.— .1. R. OlmrlcKon, 
who is constructing the all-Ganndiau 
telegraph line from Dawson, is at the 
Hotel Vancouver. On his arrival an 
imiKMtant letter was waiting for him 
from the public works department, stat- 
ing that .'jili.OOO had been appropriated 
for tlie coustruction at a telegraph lin(! 
connecting the present system from 
Dawso:i to Fort Cudahy, on the Cana- 
dian border, and stating that Brigadier- 
General CJrei'ly. of the United States 
war oMice. had informed tlie government 
that a cable was to be laid from Nome to 
St. Michael, and a land lino from St. 
Michael to connect witli the Canadian 
branch lino to Fort Cudahy. The United 
States government will build the line in 
connection with the signal service of the 
United States war department, and the 
line will be constructed under tlio direc- 
tion of l<'rank Green. General Grecly i.s 
to leave Seattle for Dawson in August, 
ti) confer with Mr. Chnrloson at tliat 
point. 

The copy of a letter from Gen. Groely 
was also enclosed. It was directed to 
the public works depttrtment of Canada, 
and spoke of the writer's pleasure at the 
decision of the Canadian government to 
connect with the United States lines in 
_..\!ji.ska, as in that ease Nome, St, 
Michael .md Dawson would be in speak- 
ing distance with the rest of the world. 
Cicn. Oreely said the new line would be 
completed some time in 1001, and that 
work will be pushed as rapidly as pos. 
siblo. 

.Mr. Cliarloson reports that the all- 
(,"aiiadi..in line will be C(uni)lete<l in si.x 
weeks' time; that the line liad now 
rea<'liod Ilazleton at the .\shcnvrt end, 
and Tclegrajih creek at the Atlin end, 
and that there was but 500 miles to 
(•oni|iletc betwe<^n Ilazleton and Atlin, 
with gangs working north and south. 
Tlii re is also a branch" lino being con- 
structed from .Stonoy creek, at the head 
of Stewart river, to Manson creek, 
where the hydraulic companies arc situ- 
ated.

London, July 10.— The .-Vs-sociated Pri's* 
disp/itch aiininiiicing the repulse' of the 
allies was the first news tlic foreign 
olllco had received of the occurrence and 
produced a feeling of digma.v. 

'•-Vll we can do,'' said one of the most 
responsible ollicials, "is to hope for the 
best and pray that .lapuu's troopts may 
move quickly. Nothing ias passed re- 
garding the general situation of the pow- 
ers .since we agreed to ask Japan to do 
the major part of tlie work, and uotliing 
is likely to bo done unless a repetition of 
to-dny's bad news compek every power 
to send reinforcements." 

Vt'ith reference to the Tien Tsin dis- 
patch to the .Associated I'ress, iinotins 
tlie complaints of British refugees, the 
foreign ollice informed the. .issociated 
I'ress th.'it no instructions had been is- 
sued to .Vdmiral Seymour not to take on 
board British subjects. In fact, all his 
instructions implied otherwise and they 
were unable to understand tho conditions 
reported. 

Tho government discredits the report; 
that in tlie retreat of the I'ekin coluinu 
-•Vdmiral Sejnnour's wounded were killed 
by their comrades in order that they, 
might escape torture by the Chinese. 

Washington, .Tuly 10.— General Miloa 
had an extended eoiit'ereiice this after- 
noon with the tiecretary of war concern- 
ing_ the despatch of reiuforcenients- to. 
Ohioa. No statement could be secured, 
hut it is understood thait General Miles 
strongly urged that the troops be with- 
drawn from the PMlippincs, so that a 
large army could he thrown Into China 
within comparatively few days instead ofl 
aiwailing the slow process of assemhling 
an army in this country and Cuba and 
getting it to China. 

Without exception to-day the I'oreiga 
representatives at Washington have ac- 
cepted as ]ir;i(.tically certain tliat tlio- 
foreign Icgjitions and ministers at I'ekim 
have been wijed out.

Cliine.--e Minister Wu declares unwortbji 
of belief the cable report that Clieiig,' 
director of telegraphs and jiosls at vSliang- 
hai, knew of tlie killing of the foreign 
ministers iit tlie time he made a rei.eiit 
suggestion that foreigners be escorted 
out of Pekin if the allii-il forces would 
not advance. At a iiia'tor of fact, .Min- 
ister Wu states that tJie Cliiiiese oliicialcS 
have no better means of learning tho- 
trutli of affairs at I'ekhi than the for- 
eigners, as all the usual ine^iiis of com- 
munications are suspended. 

The decision of the administration at 
the end of this most eventful day is that 
tho United St{ites government is stltl not 
at war witli the goyerriinent of China. 
The big happenings at Tien Tsin, coniinff 
on top of the stoi'ies of thi; last struggles 
at I'ekin have no't a(Ieci«?a the attitude oC 
the udminifitratiou on this point. Tlic 
United Slates and Ghina are tochulciilly 
at pence. But this statement should not 
be accepted as indicating a purpos<' oa 
the part of iho United States govern- 
ment to hold its hands in the admiiiistr.a- 
tion of swift and adequate punishment 
upon itho Chinese, without x'cgard to sta- 
tion, who may he responsible for the out- 
rages of the "past few -weeks. It means 
simjily that the government of the Unit- 
ed States feels that it can best achieve 
the purpose by regarding the status of- 
ficially ac5 one of llie iieace principle. To 
iiold otherwisi> would seriously cripple 
tile government in its cITiirt to oblaiii 
satisfaction for the outrages of the .\m- 
ericaiis in China have sulTeretl.

1- ii'Ucli in the service, and on .June oO 
he was in New York on sick leave. 

Washington, July lU.— The war de- 
partment thiri morning received contirma- 
tion from Admiral Kemey of the re- 
verse of the allied torci-fi at Tien Tsin 
on the morning of the llith. The dis 
patch is dated Cuee l''oo, July 10, and 
says: 

"It is reported that the allied forces 
attacked the native city on the morning 
of the 13th; the Russians on the right 
vvih the Ninth infantry, and marineti 
tho loft. The losses of allied forces are 
large. 

"fiussians 100, iucluding artillery col 
onols; Americans, over 30; British, over 
40; Japanese, 58, including colonel 
French, 25. 

"Oolonel Liscum, Ninth infantry, kill 
ed; also Captain Davis, marine forceti 
Captain Lemly and Lioutcuants Butler 
, and Leonard wo^mded. 

"At 7 o'clock in the evening the allied 
attack on tho native city was repulsed 
with great lose. Returns yet incom 
plete. Details not yet couhrmcd 
. Itemey." 

Tien Tsin, via Chop Foo, July lo, 
Shanghai, July 10.— At 2 o'clock this af 
ternoon seven thousand of the allied 
troops were attempting to Ktorm tl 
walls of the city. The attack began at 
daylight. Its c;uccess is doubtful. 

The Chinese on the walls are estimated 
at 20,000 and they are pouring a terrible 
hail of artillery, rille and machine guns 
lire upon tlie attackers. 

The Americans, Japanese, British and 
French troops are attacking from the 
weist and the Ruseians from the east. 

The Americans suffered terribly. A; 
the Associated Press representative left 
the liold the chief surgeons of the Ninth 
infautri said it was a conservative esti 
male tliat 25 per cent. o£ the Americans 
iiad been hit. Colonel Bmcrsou H. Lia- 
ouni is reported to have been mortally 
wounded while walking in front of his 
troops. Offleers declared that it was 
hotter than Santiago. 

Whtfn the correspondent left tlie Am- 
ericans were lying in the plain between 
the wall and the river under an enfilad- 
ing and direct fire. It was equally dilli- 
ciUt for them to advance or retire. The 
correspondent counted 300 wounded of 
all nationalities. 

Washington, July 10.— The Japanese 
legation has received a dispatch, dated 
Tokio, July 10, stating that the Rus- 
aians guarding Tien Tsin were hard 
pressed and had called on the Japanese 
trooiM for assistance. A combined at- 
tack was made on the Chinese and tho 
latter were repulsed. The Japanese lost 
two eaptainfi killed and thirty nou-com- 
mifisioned oUlcers and privates wounded. 

This dispatch probably refers to ono 
of the early tights at Tien Tsin. 

London, July 10.— The war office to- 
day issued a dispatch from General Dor- 
ward, dated Tien Tsin, ,Tuly 11, which 
adds little to previous information. The 
Chinese, acording to this dispatch, at- 
tacked the station the inoriiing of July 
11 and were repulsed after four hours' 
liard lighting, in which 500 of the enemy 
were lulled. 

On July 9 General Dorward, com- 
manding a force of 100 Americans, UOO 
British and 400 Russians, and General 
Fuksliima, commanding 1,000 Japanese, 
attacked the Chinese and took their posi- 
tions southwest of the city, killing 350 
and capturing four guns. American and 
Japanese trooi5fi subsequently rushwl and 
took the western arsenal.

extremity, ■with colored glass fronts. The 
roof is of that peculiar ridges stylo of 
China. It is of porcelain, colored in the 
royal Chinese color of blue and yellow, 
and tbii upper ridges have curled up 
dragons carved at the extremities. This 
archway leads through others into the 
street of tho British legation and across 
tills ia another entrance — a stone en- 
trance of British style of architecture. 
The visitor leaves much of China nut- 
side when he comes through this entrance. 
A wall of three or four feet thickness 
and about fifteen or twenty feet high runs 
from this entrance either way, encircl- 
ing tho comi)ouiid. Inside this second en- 
trance are the lodges and iiejirliy thi> 
quarcciti of the escort. Oppoi-ite is a 
latticed-iu lawn, where ate the tennis 
courts. 'Ilion, facing this, are more por- 
celain roofed buildings and a stone 
church. Behind are the hnusen of the 
students and beyond a square brick uiid 
stone building, where the secretarice and 
othiu-s have their olllccs. In the reserve, 
in a wooded area, is Uio minister's re.-ii- 
deiu e and some other buildings. 

It ia in the compound, thinks 
Mborik that the foreigners would make a 
stand. They would, no doiibt, l)arrii,a',li' 
the entrance from Legation street and 
guard the open sptico in the Briti-di street 
from the stouo entrance, uiiil then, shoulil 
this 'be forced— it would probably he rush- 
ed—they would mount the small guns of 
the escort iind what maxims they had Ui 
the siiuait" and hold hack the Chinese as 
long as they could, retiring to tho bliild- 
uigs ill the i'oar as they were forced back. 
The linal stand would, in all probal)ility, 
bo made in the building at the roar— -a 
squaro building, with an arched verandah 
ruiuiiug around the second story. This 
could iio barricaded and defended for a. 
time, but offered little defence jigaiust 
artillery. 

The Oliiiiosi' cannon mounted on Ine 
Pi'Uin wall, savs Mr. Moore, would soon 
have reduced this building, liut the Chi- 
nese did nut, according to advices, bom- 
bard the legation buildings. Mr. Moore 
explains this. He says had they bom- 
barded the legation buildings of the 
I'.ritisli, tlu'fc would have lieeu danger to 
the Itau bill college, where Li Hung 
Chang and other notalile Cliinoso were 
educated, and as these buildings are 
lield in reverence by the Chinese, they 
would not care to risk them. The Gor- 
man legation, which is nearer the wall 
tlian the Briti.sh, could easily be de- 
bt roved from the wall. 

The most vulnerable point of the 
sciuarc legation olUces was from tho rear. 
The I'liil g.iblo of the building is but 30 
iii'L lit the most from tho wall which 
i ncireles the legations. Outside there 
is a causowny 8ome 20 feet wide, tlie 
bank of narrow aud filthy creek called 
ihc Chiao-Miug-huo— tlie latter word is 
the Olviuese for river. Across tins 
cieek, some hundred yards away, per- 
haps, is the wall of the res'di.'iices of 
two OhiiWfsc olllcials, and .Mr. .Ma.re 
was hoping lliat tlie ftireig.e-i might 
p.^ssibly escape into the ic.-.;.l"nces of 
the Chinese officials, under cover of 
n-u'ht, uiiJ find proteclion--l>ut u'tli 'lie 
GI):!ieS4; government in favor ui tlic iu- 
vadine hoi.'.es, this was out of '-he ques- 
tioii. EiCgation street crosses this creek 
bv one of those peculiar hump-backed 
bridges. 

The German legation, where lived the 
slauglitered Von Kelteler, to whom Mr. 
Moore taught tho English language, Mr. 
Moore says was indefensible. In fact, 
none of the legations were adapted for 
defeiico as much as that of the British. 
The Gonuaii legation had no windows on 
Legation stn'(>t. Then- were two pillars 
friiiiiing on the street, holding the areh- 
wav through which the visitor passe<l 
into the compound, and all tlio windo%vs 
fronted, with the doors of the oOlcos, on 
the compound. The French legation, 
like llie (Jeriuan, had no entrance sjive 
the archway on Legation street. Its 
doors and windows fronted on an alley 
running from the entrance from the 
main Htreet. 

The cluef legation is the British and 
covers about four or five acres of land. 
Adjoining it is the Belgian, wliUst a 
block away on the Chiao-ming-lisiang 
street, is the Uussian, which fronts tlie 
Americaii legation. Further are tlio 
(Jerniau, Spanish, Belgian, French and 
.lapaiiose, whilst along the side street of 
the French legation is the customs. The 
are;i and i>opulation of the different lega- 
tions is g-iveu as follows:

Added to those are tho COO or more 
guards and the refugees who went to 
Pekin for safety, and who will number 
over a thousand. The protection of the 
sligi.t walls — mud chiell.v — are a poor 
barrier. The wall of rlie city coin- 
niaiids nearly the wliole of the legations. 

I'eldii, says Mr. Moore, is divided into 
llii-ec |)arls, I'ach of which is surrounded 
b.v a wall. Tliere is the forbidden city, 
wlu-i r I 111- l-;in|ii'!-i>r and his court r(?sid- 
ed. Ill" Tai-i.-ir city, anil the outer or (fihi- 
ucsi- i-iiy. each surrounded by walls. Mr. 
MiH i-c olitaineil some photos of tlic for- 
l.iiidi'ji city iit tlie risk of his life. He 
1i:mI III pick up his camera and run, and 
narniwly escaped being shut in when the 
gates closed. The penalty, ho says, had 
he hci'n cuught, would have been to ho 
buried alive. He had several narrow 
escapes when taking pliotographa. On 
one occasion while photographing the 
bell tower and temples near Pekin, ho 
was attacked by ii mob and had to run 
for ills life. 

A Chinese mob, ho says, is different 
from mobs of tho Occident. First n 
niniiber oC snuall hoys start hooting and 
slioiiting, ami then rowdies and coolies 
take up tl»i'- shouting and shout insulting 
remarks, least, of which is "foreign 
devil." If the foreigner.i number half a, 
dozen or so, they could Lisually beat 
them away, but if tho foreigner was 
alone he had to run for it, or he would 
have suffered I'rom tho stones and other 
niissileg of tho mob. 

It should not for a moment bo 
thought, said Mr. Moore, tlmt tlie 
crowds attacking the legations at Pekin 
were inobs. I{(> believes them to have 
been regular Cliincso soldiers and Boxers 
clad in tlie garb of coolies. The foreign- 
ers in the legations would have to light 
to the endi he s! ys, for sun-ender would 
-not be thought of, as all knew how the 
niiineae bru^os.t'oatod their prisoners. ■ 
The roiid "tllraiieh wTiich the allies will- 
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have to force their way from Tieu Tsin 
to L'ekn is described by Mr. Moore as 
t\i;liiw<s: 

'■A mile up the river wliere it forks aud 
at an angle, the Viceroy Li Chung 
Taiig'M, or Li Hung Chang's Yamen or 
Bureau, is situated. This Yamen, now 
occupied by his Bucce f-:or, arrests im- 
mediate attention, not so much for its 
:,-aiidy coloring, but that it fronts the 
V, iiU'i-ts of tile Grand O-iiiai, which, after 
a course of (K)U inUes, mingle with the 
waters of tlie Pei-lio i.r Waite liver. Near 
i liere is tlie Freacli con.siilate, a pie- 
turetsiiue group of buildings, plea.saiitly 
.-^itna '.eil, ceniniandiiig .1 view of "^wo 
reaches of an aninuiti'd rivi-r t-cene. and 
known as the 'Temple of Sapreiue 
Felicity.' JIucli of the trade cenlreM at 
rlie foreign settlement of Tzu Cliin-lin, 
fringing tlio river's banks. Neariy opp;)- 
situ are the famous salf heaps, or mounds, 
capable of being utilized and formed with 
miuisivc forts of formidable thicknet^s, im 
the materials consists of millions of matt- 
ed b:igs of salt, deadening tho oSccts of 
bullet or caiiimn lire. The ar«enal, which 
was captured and recaptured a few days 
a:,'o, lays hack a couple of miles. It is in 
very coiiijilete order. The buildings 
known as tlio Treaty Joss lioiiKe — ^wliere 
Lord I'ilgin's treaty was signed .luiie 21!, 
ISoS — it> dedicated to ocean mythology 
or its inlhiences. It layK about half a 
mile from the native walled city of Tieii 
Tsin. 

"The grape vines about Tien Tsin 
gr(jw a delicioasly sweot grape. A temple 
in the city repays a visit; the descriptive 
pictures ou its walls, portraying the Bud- 
liisl hell, are harrowing in the extreme. 
A low titoekade, formed by a narrow 
ditch, exteiidts itself round Tien Tsin as 
a defence. This was built by San-Ko-lin 
San, the ilaneliu general, whom the Brit- 
iiih (sailors averred was a runaway irish- 
man called Sam Collia.son— the morning's 
greeting then being usually, ■•\\'ell, what 
is that d — d 8aiii Uollini^on up to to-day V" 
'I'll'-' boat population on the river about 
licri' is considerable, and is tseeii at its 
best when tin? grain is being forwarded 
(111 to Tung i;how, when the junks — many 
uf full.v 150 tons burden — can be counted 
in ihout^anii.-i. In side creeks hundreds of 
these unwieldy largo craft, which cost 
iiiuch money, are slowl.v rotting away 
from disuse of tiie Grand Canal. The 
severity uf winter closes the river from 
llie middle of December to the middle of 
^larc-li, soinetimes earlier, rtoniotimes 
later, with a thickiiesfi oi; ice two to three 
feet thick. The road to Pekin is in fair 
order, suitable to the pa.<^tiage of troops, 
lying a [lart of tin; distance along tho 
river's bank. Twenty-livo miles travel 
brings you to clumps of foliage, in which 
the mud town.iif Yang Tsun lies, One 
lonely street, Jull Of inns, moro or less 
good, and which one is glad to leave 
for Eloo-Shih Woo, some twenty-five 
miles further on. This is a much larger 
s[ior, memorahle as being .where the good 
ami cliivalrous Durlinghame was caged by 
mounted robbers some twenty-tive years 
ago. The i^ung marking the occasion, 
composed by an American gentleman of 
the imprisoned party, ran thus, to the 
tune of "Marching Thro' Georgia:" 

Iluir.'ili! Hnrrali! We'll sound the Jubilee. 
Hurrah I llnrrah! The boys that sot as freo; 
Anil s(i we'll sIiik i-ue chorus from Pckin 

unto the sea. 
As w{? ^,'(1 miirching thro' ChihII. 
Itrlag the cocU-tiill shaker boys. 

Let's liave another brew, 
urliik it as wc last night drank It 

When at Hoo-shlh Woo.

The continuous flat surface presents 
itself to Chiaug-chiU-wan, a walled 
place, somoTihirty miles distant. A like 
siglit of dejise foliage relievos the eye aud 
murks the town. Between the towns but 
few bouses present tliemsolves, and so tho 
traveller must reach these stations before 
accommodation is obtained. 

"Chiang-cliili-wan, a walled town of 
some considerable size — distant about '.)2 
or I).") iiiileri, by river 100 miles or more- 
lies a little off the Uiver Pei-Iio, and dis- 
tant from Tung Chow some twenty odd 
miles. The country rotmd is dotted "with 
numerous ylllages, mostly resting under 
clum-p oi trees. The cowHang or lidnan 
maze covers much space. 

"Tung Chow, the terminus of tho wa- 
terway lo Pekin from Taku, In a large 
walled town, having line and well-kept 
inns, the lialiitat of quite a number of 
Aiiierii-aii, lOnglish and tiome Catholic 
iiiissioiiaries. It is a most important trade 
port. Tlie teas, chioUy brick tea, from 
tlie Yangtze and Fonchow proviiii/es, for 
Kiachto are hero arranged for the long 
;ind toilsome journey over to the great 
wall, the desert of Kobi, on camel back. 
l''r'iiii three to four hundred camels make 
ipii^e a picturesque, scene as they wind 
round the- titene causeway to Pekin. 

'The Manclin banner troojir; alone are 
supposed to have this under iirotoction. 
The force of these men at disposal to 
guard Poldn are divided -mider the colors 
of eight banners, namely, borders yel- 
low, plain yellow, plain white, bordered 
white, plain blue, bordered blue, plain 
rod and bordered red. Tho armed cavalry 
are estiniatod tlie best and principal sol- 
diers. Taken roundly, tho Maiicliu 
gun ;ds connected with tho banner corps, 
inside and outside Pekin, must number 
close on three hundred thousand. Tlio 
troops outside the capitoJ— cavalry, in- 
fantry, .sentinels, etc., including the drill- 
ed men of Li Chung Tang— must bo about 
eleven hundred thousand men, more or 
less, roughly estimated, 

"From Tung Chow to Sh.a-ho-men, the 
entrance gate to the first of the throe 
walls which guard tho capital, is about 
eight miles along a stone causeway of 
sonic width, in very bad condition, owing 
to the years since repairs were last made. 
The first line of wnl! is not formidable. 
Prom Sha-lio-men to Datamen, the sec- 
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ond, wall is about a couple of miles, and 
the -wall here appears of great strmigth 
and the gateways are high al.(l imixising. 
Artillorj", however, has only to contend 
against a brick casing of front and rear, 
tho inside being a mixture of cement aud 
earth — dilllculties soon disposed of. A 
broad porcelain ditch rtiiis round the city, 
some sixty feet across. The environ- 
ments about Pokin are mostl.v of monu- 
mental tombs, temples and the summer 
palace. The cit.v has a population of 
close on a million souIh. It covers con- 
siderable f/round. It became the capital 
about l.'iO'i. Tlie Manelms under .Shun- 
cliih bi'cai'.ie rulers about llM4." 

Mr. Moore's wife is a Miinehii lady of 
noiile descent, wlmse ancestry, witliln the 
purple, ic.oes back to the third duke of 
Cliao, an otllcial whose religious zeal ui 
till' caase of Itomnnisni lead to his 
martyn'lom by being boiled In oil near the 
'I'ai-ehi-tang temple.

THE DEFEAT AT TIEN TSIN.- 

The defeat of the allies at Tioa Tsin 
is a vorj- serious iniittor. Tlio lU'wy of 
it will sin'eiul lil;i' wild-tire nil over tlie 
Chinese empire and will teud to fur- 
tlior atfluse the people. Hitherto in tlieir 
attnelis upon Chinese positions foreigners 
linve, as a rule, been so suddenly iiiul 
overwhelniiugly suecessful that they 
gained great prestige among tho people 
tor military prowees. This will now be 
iost. The Chinese now know that thoy 
can meet and defeat their foreign astsail- 
iints. Tills will encouragd them to resint 
firmly nry attempt made to punish thciu 
for tho outrages committed on EuropouiiH 
and possibly lead them to assume the ag- 

^reeeive against foreign settlements gen- 

'\lralls. 

That the situation is grave in the ex- 
treme cannot be denied, and the powers 
do not appear to bo in a i)osition to cope 
with it. The statement was made a few 
days ago that Russia had '30,000 troops 
. juarching on I'ekin. Now it is tjeini- 
oUicially denied. There will lie groat 
I'egret at the denial, or rather there would 
be if there was not reaeotJ to believe thai 
30,000 troops would not be a strong 
enouirh force to accomplisli anything. Tlie 
truth is that the powers are confronted 
with entirely \mexpccted conditions. W'f 
have seen i:i South Africa what a force 
numerically inferior can accomplish with 
modern weapons when on the defensive. 
But in China tho defensive force is num- 
erically very niucli greater than tlie as- 
sailing arniier:, and itr> arms are of the 
iatetst pattern. Thus wo hace the prol)- 
lem, oi South Africa .over again, but ren- 
dered 'infinitely more difficult. We do 
not believe the preparations of the powers 
are at all adequate to the work that will 
have to be done. 



to in view of its exceptionally largo con- 
tribution to tho public revenue. 

Col. Prior very properly drew atten- 
tion to fho extiraordinary fac^ that, while 
the expenses 'of the ■ customs' in the 
Yukon nro charged against British Col- 
umbia, the revenue is not credited to tliis 
province. We suppose the explanation 
of this is that the Yukon offices are 
under' tlie supervision of the Victoria 
nflici^: but this, is not satisfactory. To 
the residents of other parts of Canada 
it will never occur to siihtract from the 
amount charged "to British Columbia 
the o.xpensi^s of tlie Yukon. Hence great 
injustice is done us, whether intention- 
ally or not makes no difTeronce. It is 
not; pleasant, when we are presenting 
eliiinis for bettor treatment, to be con- 
fronted by charges which cannot justly 
be made against us. We believe tliat 
good will result from Ool. Prior's strong 
presentation of tho case; but these 
reasonable demands ought to be backed 
up by tho press oC the province and by 
our other representatives in parliament. 



SKSS lOX A h 1 NDEMN ITY. 

In view of the probability that the 
fortlieoniiiig session of the legislature 
will be unusually brief, some interest at- 
taches to the sessional indemnity. Tho 
impression b very general that the ol- 
Icwanoe of ?C00 is not payable unless 
the session exceeds tliiily days in length, 
'i'his is a mistake. The indemnity to all 
members who are elected to serve during 
a whole session is ?O0O, irrespective o£ 
the length of the session. If a member 
is elected during a sossinn, he is only 
entitled to .^001) when he occupies his 
[)lace in the house for thirty days. It is 
this provision that has Icti to the mis- 
understanding as to the amount payable 
wlien the session is under tliirty days in 
duration. 



CAN.tU)A AND OHINA. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that the gov- 
•ernment is not considering the desira- 
bility of- sending troops to China, hut 
if they are needed and there is a public 
•demand for such action, tliey will cer- 
tainly be sent. This is very good an 
fur as it goen, but it doce not go far 

■enough. Canada is vastly interested in 
-the affairs of the Orient. From a com- 
mercial point of view 'what happens there 
•concerus us inlinitely more than tho war 
in South Africa. We submit, therefore, 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier ought to ha-ve 
a policy on this subject and not be con- 
tent to wait until forced to act by the 
voice of public opinion. It is porhapn a 
little premature to proffer specific astiitit- 
auee; but if there ever can arise a case 
of hostility acrotis Keas in which the 
people of Canada have a direct concern, 
surely the events now shaping theniselveM 
in China present one. \Vo believe it to 
he tho duty of the Canadian government 
to place itself in commimication with the 
Home government and assure it of the 
readiness of the Dominion to do its duty 
in the premiseti. Perhaps, as we have 

. .said, it may l>e a little too t^oon to make 
any specific offer of assistance. The Im- 
perial government docs not appear to 
have decided what it will do itself. But 
we iiroti'si tlial it its n<i pan of tin' duty 
«C tile u'uvernuient to wait until public 
oi)iuion forces it to do .■'.iinet lung. 



I COL. I'lllOirS SPEECH. 

We print tliis morning Col. Prior's 
speech on tlio claims of British Colum- 
bia. The principle for which our repre-

MAILS TO DAWSO.N. 

It is linie now that arrangement.- were 
madi' for the winter mail service into 
Damson. Last winter there was n 
weekly mull, and we understand it was 
fairly satisfactory. This year it is pos- 
silde to give a bi-weekly service. The 
White Pass & ■VuUon railway will be 
rur.uing trains to White Horse tliis win- 
tor. From this town to Dawson the dis- 
tance can 1)0 reduced to a distance of 
about oOO miles by an expenditure of 
!>l-.ii(iil; at least so we are credibly in- 
formed. The expenditure is required on 
a cut-oft from Selkirk to Dawson, 
whereby al>d\it 75 miles would be saved. 
Tliore is already a winter cul-olT from 
tbi.> lower end of Lake Lebarge to a 
point near the nioutli of the Litth' 
Salmon river that saves a Ion;; detouf 
by the main river. One advantage of 
these cut-offs is that they lengthen the 
sea.sou of travel. Tho Yukon is never 
(Uiitc safe. For several weeks in the 
s[)rin^' and fall it is closed to travel 
altoKerlier, anil during the winter it is 
trenclierous. The cross-country eut-olfs 
make it possil)le to avoid the river en- 
tirely. We hope this matter will re- 
ceive the Immc^diate attention of the 
public works department at Ottawa. If 
tho necessary jpxpenditure is made, there 
is no reason In tlie world why tliere 
should not be regular stage connectioa 
between White Horse and Dawson 
twice a 'week during the entire winter.

RAIL TO THE YUKON. 

In a conversation witli tlie Colonist 
yo.'-n;erday, Qapt. Henry J. Woodside, of 
the Yuk&o Sun, spoke about the im- 
portance of an all-Canadian line into tln' 
Yukon. In common with tlie rest of th>' 
peoi)le of tho Yukon valley, he feels un- 
easy over tho idea tliat the tralllc of 
that region may be at any time subject 
to interruption by the people of Sknu- 
way, who in their representations to tlie 
I'liited States goveninumt on tho subject 
take a most niireasiinnble and unwar- 
rantiible position. Capt. Woodside feels 
also tliat it would be very foolish policy 
on the part either of the British Colum- 
bia government or that of the Dominion 
to nnthorize ^he construction of any 
more lines of railway to. Lynn Canal or 
' any other point in territory now under 
the control of the United States. 

He is very confident of tho future of 
the Northern country and that its rieluw 
are sullicient to warrant the coiiistruc- 
tiun of an all-Canadian line. Tlie great 
plaeel'ri of the Klondike will yielil ijuld fcir 
years to come, and as the cost of living 
In the North is decreased, creeks which 
have not been STifflciently profitable to 
be worked under old conditions will be 
utilized. Of tlietso there are very many. 
The cost of- living is declining, and tlu'ro 
is eVery reason to believe that in a short 
time the less i)roductive creek« will 1m; 
worked. For lodo mining, liolli gold ain! 
copper. Captain ^^■oodsi(le thinks tile 
liro^peets are excellent. He has lieard 
particularn about the Indian river coii- 
glomoratee, and while he does not com- 
mit himself as to their present value, ho 
thinks that they will pay to work when 
better faeiliti(!s of transportation liavo 
been provided, lie liiiri reports of rich 
placers on the Stowart river, but tliey 
are something like four hundred milefi 
from the Yukon. If they prove to bo 
equal to what icJ claimed, they will prob- 
ably be reaclii'il from tho southwest, and 
not by going up the Stewart. Ho speaks 
of sales being made in Dawson at good 
figures of placer claims on the Big Sal- 
mon, and is very hopeful of the futuro 
of that section. He has seen specijneiis 
of the White Horse copper and bolievcn 
tiint the White River Valley will: be 
found, to bp rich in ores of that wotid. 
Atlin gives excellent iironiise for quartz 
and liydraulic mining. All these things 
lieing considered, Captain Woodside sees 
no reorion why tlie plans for liandliiig tlio 
business of tlio North should not be form- 
ed on tho basis tliat the. country will 
be n great peruianent producer of wealth,

The report from Capetown, to tli 
eftect that Boers to the number of 10,0(10 
men, with many guns, are coneeiitra' '.i.i; 
in tile neighborhood of I'l-etoria, may very 
well bo true. The fe\^ mov..niei l<i '.1 
the enemy's forces recently reported from 
that part of tho country indicate tha 
something of the iiiiid is i:i pr )L're: s 
We .should imagine -.li.U Hirli iii.'veini'ii 
would suit Lord Ilobj: s' purp'it-e quite ii; 
well as any other thit they cjuld make 
It wai render his jisu much l^st? dilli 
cult thaii it would he, if, instead of mass 
ing, the enemy slioiild scatter in small 
eoniiiiaiuloes all over tlie country. 

The provisioning of an army that may 
be sent against Cbiiia will be a very 
serious matter. The country prixluccs 
very little that can be utilized, so tliat 
supplies will have to be drawn from 
oilier points. We would naturally ex- 
pect .\nierica to furnish a very large 
portion of till- breadstuffs and meats. 
From present indications the foreign 
army in Cliinu must be large not only 
lemiiorarily. but for many years to come 
K\en if some sort of peace is patched 
up. the Occidental powers t-an never 
.•i,L;.-iiii permit their people in ;h::t country 
to remain |ii a< l ic.-illy undefended. The 
coiiseijueiico will be the inauguration of 
a great couioierce across the i'ttciUc 
Ocean. 



Tin: DOCTOKS' DIFFERENCES. 

Dr. Ernest Hall Writes Letter No. 3 on 
the iluch Vexed Question. 

,\ few words re my being expelled 
from till' local medical society, as was 
staled by .voiir in forma at— who as yot 
has not tlio moral courat:e to reveal his 
identit.v. Unless the term "expelled" 
is used" with ii meaning i>eculiarly adapt- 
ed to suit tho convenience of said society 
— in a sort of a medical Pickwickian 
sense— I fail to see tliat when tho 
society acceded to my reiiuest to drop 
my name from their roll if my ucLions 
wi-re not satisfactory to them, that they 
were jiistilied in stating that they bad 
i'.\pellod mo. 

.Not content with this exhibition of 
" malice," anil in order to publisli more 
extensively their phylacteries und my 
degradation, these " not as other men " 
passed a resolution reiiuesting Llieir sec- 
retary to write to the editor of tlio On- 
tario' .Medical .lournal. publLslied in 
Toronto, stating that Dr. Cibbs and 
myself had been expelled from tlie Vic 
toria .Medical Society. And still, Mr 
Eiiilor, was tkeir insatiable lust for 
vengeance not yet abated. These self 
righteous dignitaries . lodged a protest 
with the e.vocutivo of tho British Oolum 
bia Medical Association, now In process 
of formation, agilinst Dr. Gihbs and 
myself being received into membership 
of that society. Thus do the locusts 
atleiiii)t to obstruct the highway of pro- 
gress, 

In view of this exposure of tho tactics 
of tliose who " uphold the dignity of the 
[irofcssion " at tlie expense of , indi- 
vidual liberty, who oppose reasouable 
and legitimate co-oporation because it is 
" unprofessional," and who apparently 
desire to hold the public more completely 
within tlioir grasp, in view of all this, 
but OIK! course lies before all those in 
whose i)reasts the Hume of freedom 
burns, and this cinirse has already boon 
suggested. Tlio N'icloria ^Medical So- 
ciety seem to bo directed in their activi- 
I ies by a few ruling spirits more wicked 
than the others — some perhaps who re- 
member past defeats witli unsuppressod 
rani'— lint by far the majority, I am 
hii|)|i.\ to say. are iwcellent iiiiil hoiioral)le 
nii'ii. I r,! r'lliiT tboii;;htIess. oldiviiius to. 
or 'f^iiiMMt of the great social pn)l)loni. 
aiiil siiuie iiieuibers indeed witlioiit snlli- 
ciiiu courage to publicly admit what 
llie.i frequently coiiceiled in private. 

Votir informant also refers to tho Brit- 
ish Columbia Medical Council, stating 
IImI it rejects no qualified pliysieian if 
iie can pass tho examination. I may 
stiile that this council is tlio legal repre- 
sentative of tlie profession, elected by 
the provincial practitioners and vested 
with the power of detennining, by oxam- 
inntion and otherwise, who shall prac- 
tise medicine in British Columbia. Have 
we not recently seen a graduate of tho 
medical department of McGill Univer- 
sity fail in Iiis examination horo, and 
who can state that the holding of a 
McGill diploma is not a giiaraiitcN) of 
elllciency"? In fact one of the examin- 
ers of this council stated that " wo pluck 
2.") per cent, of tho candidates on prin- 
ciple." This, of course, is to keep up 
nppeiirancos and to doludo the public 
into tho belief that tlioy arc doing thq 
public an inc-stimable favor— by exclud- 
ing whom? Quacks and fakirs'/ Do 
they not frequently appear among us 
and dispo.se of their wares, medical tmd 
otherwise, without apparent interference 
fruni this council '/ The examination re- 
sults, however, share a greater degree of 
lihcjrality and fairness than was ox- 
pressed' hy., the above ill-advised remark 
of the exhmiffler, But all tins cumber- 
sr>me,;m'achinq:ry, with its present asset 
of oyer $6.000,, is. unnecessary.. ,A more 



simple, less unjust and less expensive 
sysfteai 'would meet the requirements. 
As :iu example of tlie injustice of the 
sj stem, 1 may be pardoned for referring 
to my own experience when an applicant 
for the privilege of earning a livelihood 
111 this province. Haviug graduated 
from three different medical bodies in 
Toronto, and lUso holding papers from 
the itoyal College of Physicians of Edin- 
burgh, I was obliged to pay ?100 ami 
■appear before a board of' examiners 
composed of British Columbia practi- 
tioners, one of whom made iseven mi;)- 
takes in spoiling in the paper ho gave 
me to write upon, and if the medical 
professors of either Toronto or McGill 
uiii\'ersities chose to practise in British 
Columbia they would be compelled to 
sid.mit to the same — to say the least, in 
their cases — humiliation. 

Now, what is the purport of all tins'/ 
Of course, tho protection of the public— 
from wliat'/ Umiualified practitioners'/ 
Yi>s, and also from too great competition 
of (lualitiod (in every sense but the Brit- 
Isli Colnmliia meaning) practitioners. 
\V ho pays tho piperY » The same ixirty 
who. with proteciel industries and pro- 
fessions, always pays. 

But have not the other provinces and 
many of the states of the Union eimllar 
legislation regulating the practise of 
medioino? Yes, but if there be injus- 
tice in our conditions or in. tho roguln- 
l ioiLS applicable to other places, do<>s Uio 
extension of a wrong make it right'/ 
t)thors may say we are here, and in it, 
and protectoil, and we should not dis- 
turb the comfort which we enjoy; but 
wliat was unjust to me is unjust to 
others who may sidect British C<dunibia 
as tlieir liome. I ask no favor that 1 
would not willingly grant to others. 

With regard to the Jubilee hospital, I 
luive made statements, but not com- 
plaints. The nttendaiico and services 
which I have received at the hands of 
the nurses has been all that could be 
ill sired. The niatrnn. Miss Oraiiy, has 
dene ever.vtliinK' in her power to attend 
to the comfort of my patients. As to 
the resident medical ofllcer. Dr. IlascU, 
in his oHicinl relations to myself and in 
bis extreme carefulness as to the best 
interests of those under my care, I can- 
not speak tiHt highly. His position is an 
ariluoiis one, and if 1 may di>;ress a 
little. I may say that, considerini; tho 
quality of tho services rendered, ho ve- 
ceives the least remuneration of .any 
medical man in the city. I hope that 
tho Iioi.pital directors may olitain a 
straggling ray of light upon this matter, 
and indicate some practical appreciation 
of his services. 

It has boon stated that I was the first 
to inaugurate the crusade against tho 
lodges. This is lUiother falsehood that 
lias been furtbered in its circulation 
apparently l)y those who lay claim to bo 
members of the genus homo. 

It also transpires tliat a member of 
the Victoria Medical Society is at pres- 
ent attending members of a certain 
lodge, being paid by the lodge Has regu- 
lar schedule fee. This is commendable: 
liiit inasmuch as h« is retained by -that 
lodge, it would confer a favor upon the 
public to square his actions with the dic- 
tat<>s of the " Star Chamber." Is it n 
fact tliat. one by one, these oppression- 
ists. realizing that thirfr position is un- 
teniilde, .-iro quietly resuming the-ir for- 
mer mot hods, secretly practising a prin- 
ciple and openly denouncing its public 
ileleiider'/ 

My concluding nrticlo will lie upon the 
principle of contract medical practice. ^

NVoodnide, eililor 
of the Yukon Sun, iif Dawson. lie 
bound J'^ast, and 'W. l'\ Thompson, late 
of the Uossland .Miner, ban taken the 
editorial chair of the Sun, which has 
now become a semi-weelcly, and in the 
siiring is to become a daily. In an inter- 
view on liiri arrival here Captain Wood- 
side said he was creditably informed that 
a good strike had been made at tho head 
of the Stewart, and before be left Daw- 
won a large number had started ui). 
Boats cuiitaiiiing parties of three or four 
were atringiug up the river from time to 
time. The find is .said tu be about four 
hundred miles up. A miner who had 
spent all winter there returned with a 
pile. 

The Big Salmon district, ^Ir. Wood- 
side tliinliri, iii also a rich one. He .says 
that the greater number of the prospec- 
tora iu the North have a habit of passing 
over ground which dott; not pay as richly 
as Eldorado and Bonanza as worthless. 
They seem to forget that grounil, while 
not as rich as lliorie creeks, will now pay 
as rielilj as then, in view of the increased 
facilities, the hardships of former ilayn 
making only the richest of creeks work- 
:ible. To show tliat tho Big Salmon 
district is looked iipon aa a rich one, he 
says that at the recent sale of the ten 
goveriinu iit claims below discovery, which 
look place at Dawson ou July 2, tlu' 
property wuts sold for $15,500. The bid- 
ding Avas very spirited, which went to 
show that miners had looked over the 
ground and found that it was rich. U'he 
two principal creeks In this district are 
Ijivingstone and Cottoneva. One miner 
named Black went from Big Salmon to 
Dawson to bid. Another olEereii .'J-J.ooi) 
for one claiiu, but could not buy all. 

Tho ritservation of properly by the 
crown, which has the elTccl of tying 
up the creeks, works in a way evidently 
not intended bv tin- government, sayis 
.Mr. Wooilside, and has a bad effect on 
prospecting and mining. Tlie country 
must be thrown open. It was imperative, 
loo, that roads be built. Tlie Yukon 
conucil had spiMit about a hundred tlioii- 
sauij dollars on roads anil other imiinive- 
nieutt-. They thought ihi-y would get this 
money back from the ileiiartnient of pub- 
lic works, but thej- do not seem to have 
been able to do so.

San Friiiici.'^co i?roker Says It Is Diffl 
cult to Predict Whore Navies iu the 
East Will Get Fuel.

W. Harrison, the coal and 
metal broker of San Francisco, says:

Of course, consid- 
erable may be drawn from .lapaneso col- 
lieries. The rosidniim must come from 
.Vurtralia, as IJritisli Columbia cannot 
furnish any for the moment." 



IN FOUIl HOURS. 

Ship Indian Empire Burned to tho 
'Water's Edge at Callao— .\n 
Eye-Witness' Story. 

Capt. Harrison of the btirk Senator, 
which is shipping ii crow here, tolls of a 
shipping disaster witnessed by him while 
his vessel was at Callao on her last trip. 
The story iias a moral, which is that a 
iiiau who trios to grasp too much may 
jdse all. The man. who wus grasping 
was tlie Callao agent of a Liverpool sail- 
ing shi;) line, and this is the story of how 
he Jost nil: 

" When we were anchored at Callao 
several mouths ago, discharging tlie 
lumber we took down from here," siud 
Gajit. Harrison, " tho British iron ship 
Indian Empire came sailing in under a 
ch.ud of canvas, jind we ail admired her. 
Sh<> had a cargo ot coal, aud we did not 
know then that -the white fumes were 
alremdy beginning to ooze up from below 
in her. The coal cargo was heated. 
Tlu> master, Capt. Alien, hurried to the 
agent — he did not want to act on his own 
responsibility — and asked permission to 
nm the vessel on tho beach. Tliis tlie 
agent r(i£uBcd. It might injure tlie ship, 
ho thought and anyhow it vrould cost 
money. He demurred aomewUa.^ too, to 
putting water below on the heated coal, 
for it might'apoil the cargo. He wonted 
t ) lose nothing. The besitatibn, horv- 
<-vei-. -lost the vessel. 

" When Capt. Allen came back to Ihe 
vessel about 10 o'clock at night, he fonlid 
the mate on the poop-deck waving a bine 
light— li. fBlgriiil . of dlstress-^and hardly 
lijid he stepped on deck when the after 
hufch blew up. When the.ha.t<;h,. w(is 
driven', iiitff th'd sir by the 'spitting' coal, 
which was ticking fire then, the sailors 
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todh to the boat.-i, ami a few minutes 
later the ship was on lire. All then left 
iier. .-\.n attrnipt wa.s made to .save her, 
a French man-of-war blowing up her 
cables with dynamite and endeavoring to 
tow her to the beach. This effort to put 
her ashore, though, failed. It seems 
that tlie niiisLs went by tho bourd while 
the warship was working her in to the 
beach and the broken-oft masts anchored 
the vessel in the bay, where she burned 
to the water's edge, in front of the town. 
'I'lic agent stood on tlie roof of one of 
C^allao's hiiildings and wntchetl her burn. 
Not 11 stick or spar was saved. In four 
limirs the vessel's iron hull, blistered and 
lient, ulone remained of the Indian Em- 
pire—a vessel which before the fire wag 
valueil nt £20,000. There was no insur- 
ance, and both ship and cargo were a 
total loss. The hull was aftrtTsrards fit- 
ted up as a hulk, and is BOW one of the 
coal hulks of Callao." 

This is not to be Capt, Harrison's last 
visit to this port, for after he has dis- 
charged his big lumber cargo from 
Moodyvillc at OaUa& 'he is to bring the 
Senator back to British Columbia to 
load II cargo of timber for Liverpool.

<Colonel Prior Shows How Little 
the Province Gets for 
• itis Money. 



iPays in Big Revenue and Is 
Scrimped by Ottawa 
Government. 



The following is the Hansard report 
oC Col, Prior's presentatiou of British 
Columbiii's just oliiiiua for more nppro- 
priiUioiis, oi! July 7, ou the motion to go 
into supply: 

Mr. E. G. Prior (Victoria, B. G.)— Be- 
fore you leave the chair I want to say a 
taw words in regard to matters In the 
province o£ British Columbia. Some 
tinio previously during this session tUo 
right hononible leader of the government 
called me to task for bringing up mat- 
ters when tHe orders of the day were 
called. He said that if wo had any 
grievances the tiuio to briug them for- 
ward was on motion to go into supply; 
therefore I taUc tliis opportunity of 
doing so. Now, tlioro are, 1 am sorry to 
say, several grievances that my con- 
stituents complain of, and I think. the 
great majority of the peoplo-.o£ 'British 
Columbia will agree with my COilBtitu- 
onts. The lirst and largest .grievance is 
that the province of British Golumbia 
p;iys a tremendous amount.^t revenue 
into tlie federal exchequer ana gets very 
little back. I have during the last few 
weeks gone to a groat deal of trouble in 
trying to make out a correct list of tlio 
revenue paid by British Columbia, and 
also of the expenditure made by the 
Dominion government in that province. 
With the permission of the house I will 
iread the figures, and I ttasi the honor- 1 
'able member for North Wellington (Mr. 
' McMuIIen) who is noted for his work 
on the Auditor-General's report, will not 
find fault with my figures. It has cer- 
tainly taken a long time to prepare them, 
and I trust they are correct; if they are 
not, it is because it was almost impos- 
sible to reach a certainty in some items.

Well, Mr. Speaker, that dc<lucted from 
the revenue gives a balance of 
.'i;i,80,3,10'2.07 tli.Tt stands to the credit of 
iSritish Columbia in t'ac federal treasury. 
Of course, honorable gentlemen opposite 
may say that -svc have given a large sum 
■of money to the Crow's Nest Pass road 
as a subsidy, and also that there are ex- 
penses of civil government and other out- 1 
lays that ought to be taken into consid- 1 
oration. With regard to the Crow's i 
Nest Pass railway .■subsidy, I can say 
that I do not think it is fair to debit that 
altogeth'T to the province Of British 
Columbia. In the first place,. it is part 
of the main line of the Canadian Pacific , 
railway, and of e<iiial advantage to' tlie 
whole of Canada as it is to the province 
■of British Columbia; moreover, the 
-whole of it is not. in the province of 
British Golumbia, but a great deal of it 
Is in the Northwest .territories. Then 
the subsidy was far; too ■large. ' Wihei< 
the Conservative party were in power 
they made an - arrangement ' with the 



Canadian Pacific railway to build it, if 1 
remember right, for a bonus of $5,000 
a mile, and a loan of ?G,000, guaranteed 
to be repaid, which was equal, with' the 
interest that was charged— viz., 5 per 
cent.— to a bonus of onlj !i!4,500 a mile; 
whereas the present government has 
given them a subsidy of $11,000 per 
mile, representing .?0,500 per mile n-2tts- 
ally thro-wn away. However, if the 
honorable gentlemen think tlmt ought to 
be taken in for comparison's sake, I am 
willing to take half the sum paid this 
year, viz., ,'i;2,32'2,500. Half tlmt sum is 
101,250. Then there is the percent- 
ape of the expenditure for the ndminis- 
tratimi of civ'i government, and other 
matters contained in the consolidated 
fund account. 

The Minister of Eailwnys and Canals 
—Do I understand the honorable gentle- 
man to say that the loan, to be made to 
the Canadian Pacific railway was only 
■'50,000? 

Mr. Prior— I understood it was ,'^0,000 
a mile to he repaid. 

The Minister of Itailways and Canals 
—The bonus was ,'>5,00() a mile, and if 
my memory serves ine, the loan was 
.i!20,000, or ?25,000 altogether. 

Mr. Prior — If so, I stand correcteil; L 
was only speaking from memorj-. Any- 
way, it was to be repaid, and the bonus 
was only .'55,000 n mile. Now. I have 
taken tlie population of Canada at the 
same figure as the Miiiistor of Trade and 
Coniinen.'e used in wo^kiIl^' out tjie re- 
sults in his report, namely ri,H12..")l)0. I 
have taken tli-' population of ISritisli 
Cohiinliia at the number estimated by 
the statistics of last year as l(5S,00l). 
Taking those ligures and working out 
the pi-rcentage, I find that Briiisli Col- 
umbia might lie cbargi-d with the sum 
of ,«,'')30,S.S,S on consolidateil fund ac- 
count, 'lliis includes an item, " -Mis- 
cellaneouB," of .'5318,007. Many of those 
items that are included in miscellaneous, 
and which I could not pick out correctly, 
are included iu the expenditure that I 
have named, so that I am well ou the 
safe side. Now, that gives a total, tak- 
ing the Crow's Nest Pass (nitlay and 
consolidated fund aecount. of .'»;i,lll0.f)2,'"), 
as the total expenditure in the province 
of British Columbia, which is even then 
!5lU,0,")-t less than the revenue ci>llected 
from that province. 

Now, some honorable gentlemen con- 
tend that we cannot expi-et any more. 
Well. I think in a new country like Brit- 
ish Columbia, a country of great possi- 
bilities, in fact i>r great certainties. 1 
may say, in the mining, liraibor and fish- 
ing in<lustries, it should be the policy of 
the government to expend large suras in 
developing that country to tlie utmost 
extent. We know that huge sums have 
been spent in the older provinces, far 
more than they ever paid into the treas- 
ury, and we tlilnk that now the time has 
arrived when British Columbia might 
get Uie benefit oC these soms, as the 
older provinces have in the past. If you 
make a comparison with the receipts 
and expenditures of the other provinces. 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
I'rinco Edward Island, you Trtll find 
that none of them pay any more— in fact 
not as much — into the Dominion treasury 
than British Oohimbin, and they cer- 
tainly, as anybody can see by looking 
through the estimates, receive far more 
from the government to be expended in 
these provinces. 

The Minister of Ilailwnys and 
O.-uinls — You have not looked into the 
question. 

Mr. Prior— I think you will find out 
tliat I am correct. I will now take Bome 
spe-jial items. Tliere is one item to which 
niy attention wan called -some time ago 
by ii friend in British Columbia, in re- 
gard to the way the cu«toms nceount-s 
are kept in the Auditor-Ceiieral's report. 
I looked it up, ami 1 fouml that at page 
T-4,'j of the Aiiditor-'jeneral's report, 
Urilish Coluinljia is cn-diteil witii .'52.113,- 
1)27.24 of custoiiKs dulii'ci. and besides 
tlia.t, the Vukon territory is cn-dited sep- 
ar.ili'ly with .'54.S2,09S.r),'j. That amount 
iw not credited .to British Coluiiiliia, but 
if -ive go to the other side of the ledger 
we tind that Victoria is delm-d v, ith 
^;27,.S(it.Sl) for salaries and contingfiioieri 
of olhcials in the Yukon. That is niaui- 
festly unfair. If you are going ti> delnt 
Victoria with tlie cost of the iiiaiiage- 
iiu-nt of cusloms in the Yulioii, you sure- 
ly should errdit her with the amounts 
reci-ived in th.- Yukon. Now, lake the 
Cliiiicsc tax. The govcrniiient cuilect, an 
everybody knows, .'v.jt) per head on all 
Cliinameii coining into Canada. T'lial is 
iMdlocted ne:u-ly altogether in the i)rov- 
ince of Dritit^h (;<)luinliia. 'Hie receipts 
at Victoria iat^t year were .'514r),;!i)0, at 
\'ancouvcr, .'5(i!),ljO!)..")0 at .Nanaiuio and 
at Kussland, .'5.50 each, making in all, 
,'52ir),l)(i!i.;j0. Of this amount the iH'ovince 
only gets 25 per cent., which would make 
itej share $53,2U2.5U, making tliu ]>orti»n 
kept by the federal government $ll>l,747. 
Of this sum, $000 was refunded to Gblna- 
meu, making a clear profit to the Domin- 
ion govei-nment of $160,847. 1 contend 
that as the people of Britifih Colimibia 
have to put up with tho loss oecawioned 
liy these men living there, they certainly 
should get more lK;neflt from the lieatl 
tax. I think if the Dominion govern- 
ment were to just keep back enough to 
pay the salaries of the ofllcers thi-y have 
to employ for l)ie purpose of collecting 
the ta.x, it would la- a more ('(luitable 
arrangement. I Ihiiiu it would be only- 
fair to give tlio balance to Britirili Co- 
himbia, and I hope tlie government will 
take that suggestion into their serious 
eoniridenitiou. Honorable gentlemen may 
say, "If you think so, why did yon not 
move an amendment wlien the Chinese 
Immigration bill for raising the hcul 
tax came before tho house?" ■ Evi>ry 
parliamentarian known that it woiihl havo 
been ont of order. I tried to move some 
aniendmentH, and I was told by the right 
honorable leader of the government (Sir 
Wilfrid Lnurior) that they wouhl bo out 
of order. That is tho reason wliy 1 did 
not move an amendment in tliis direction. 
I think the question is one well worthy 
the attention of tlie govemiiient. Then, 
there is the question of the British Co- 
iumbi.a fishorien. I find that the roveiuie 
collected by tho hon<n'able minister of 
marine and fisheries (Sir Louin Davies) 
in 18'JS-90, in British Columbia, amount- 
ed to $45,801.75. nSiaX is a large amount 
to :bc' collected froni. salmon licenses, and 
you .woultf naturally, think that, •wUh .guch 
a v splendid industry, ,'o6 this .fishing' in- 
dustry^ is the government' would spen'd'a 
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large proportion of tho sum collected in 
that province for tho purpofle of improv- 
ing the fisheries. The lunounts expended 
were: Fraser river hatchery, $3,730.14; 
salaries and o::i>£nditures, $8,459.-47. 

The Min.'eter of .Marine and Fisheries — 
The honorable gep.tlem,afi -is hardly fair, 
considering that we voted. $12,000 for a 
fish hatchery itliJs very year; -'i.. . 

Mr. Prior— I am 'hot dealing with this 
year. This year must speak for itself. 

The MLntster of Marine imd Fisheries — 
I understand the honorable gentleman 
was arguing, that we were not dealing 
fairly with IJritifih Columbia? 

Mr. Prior — Yee, for last year. 

The llinifiter of Marine and Fisheries — 
Oh. 

Mr. Prior— I con only go to the Audi- 
tor^General's report. There was $109,000 
in tlic ostiiiKites laat year for tho de- 
fences of Esqiiimalt, and we found that 
only .f 44,000 of it was .spout. Nobody 
knows how the ctithnates will be spent. 
I agree that the honorable gentleman will 
do a little more Uiis yo;ir, but it is last 
year that I have now -under considora-tion. 
The expenditure ou account of fisheries 
leaves a balance of ■$33,006.14. I con- 
tend that that money should havo been 
spent iu British Cohinibia. Tho fisher- 
men, the canners, and all tho people in 
British Columbia interested hi the fish- 
eries, are almost a unit in the \vish that 
tho best ehisfi of hatcheries shoidd be 
etitablislied there. 

The Minister of Marine and Plshories— 
We are doing that. 

Mr. Prior— I am very glad to hear it, 
and I trust hc will be enabled to carry 
ont what it is intended to do. Then, he 
might spend money very well in ap- 
pointing more guardians to look after 
the rivers. At present there is a tre- 
mendous ■ lot of poaching and a great 
destruction of trout in the rivers of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and especially ou tho 
Island. Some of the rivers that a few 
years ugo were the most magniiiceiit 
fishing rivers, are being dostroye<l as 
fishing rivers, owing to poaching, dyna- 
mite and nets. But if tho honorable 
g.-ntleiiian would pay small salaries to 
good men to look after these matters, 
inueli .i-'ood would lie done. This matter 
hah liei'ii brought to his attention sev- 
eral times, but he has not seen lit, in his j 
wisdom, to act upon the sn;;ge^tion. 
This is a very important (]uestion among 
s|)ortsinen iu British Columbia, .and we 
feel Unit, as sc mueli money huK been 
collected from the lisliermen, more ought 
to be expendi'd. Now, I come to railway 
subsidies, nmi I will tako up this year, if 
railway subsidies have 
and what do w<- filul? 
We limi a beggarly ^lUli.OIMt for British 
Colunihia. That is ihe whole amount 
of Ihe vi>te for British Columbia, a 
couiilrv that should be well subsidized, 
as I have already said, for tho purpose 
of o|)eiiing up its resources. Tliere is 
nothing for the Coniox & Cape Scott 
railway, an applicatiou for which was 
backed up by the members for British 
('(.lumhia, and I certainly understood 
that Ihe L.'overiiineiit had given |>roniise 

I, , till' rhiof iH^oiiioler of the railway 
that ;i snlisiily wonhl be given to it, but 
thero is not a'eeiit down for it. I think 
I lie trovernnu-nl is deserving of the ut- 
iiiosl ceiisure in not giving more money 
|.> the province of British Columbia. 
That road is to run from Wellington, a 
large mining district, to Comox, another 
mining district, and llien to tlie head of 
Ihe l.sland. It would open up some 
niai-'uilii'eni lauds; it would be the means 
of iloveloping the I.sland, and it Is the 
g. nei al wish of the people of the Island, 
and, I think, also of the people of Vau- 
i-i.uver, that Buch a road should be built. 
It would be the means of opening up a 
now route to the Yukon country. The 
I'.i itish Columbia board of trade sent to 
the right honorable leader of the govern- 
ment a petition, on March 23, a copy of 
which was sent to me, and which reads 
as follows: 

"British Golumbia Board of Ti-ndo, 
" March 23, 1000. 

"The Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
P. C., G. C. M. G., Prime Minister 
of the Dominion of Canada, Ot- 
tawa, Ont.: 
" Sir,- 1 have the honor to advise that 
a special general meeting of this board 
was held this afternoon to consider tho 
importance of the construction of a lino 
of railway from the presi-nt terminus of 
the B. & N. railway at Wellington to 
some point at or near the northern end 
of Vancouver Island, and it was unani- 
mously resolved: 'That this board re- 
gard the proposed railway to the nortli 
end of Vancouver Island as a work for 
the advantage of British Columbia and 
the Yukon tt -ritory, and recommends it 
to the fnvoifible consideration of the 
!,,'Mrniiuni and parliament of (^an:ida 
a; ■Icscrving of assistance by a lea.soii- 
a'ole sulisidy.' 

" 'a this connection it is desired to 
L':r"-t vour attention to the largo lev- 
.■tiii.> the provinci' of British Columbia 
cintnbutes to the federal exchequer 
every year. During the fiscal year ci.d- 
ing 30th June last the customs and in- 
bind revenue together amounted lo 
nearh- lliree niilliou dollars, btsi<les 
whirli |!ure were large conlributions 
mele llirough the lisherios and other 
federal departinents. In ap;)r > -.■niat.ng 
the tcial provincial coiitributi ns it is 
necessnr> to add the duties -ivhicb lla^e 
be-n (a-d upon go(Mls which find a mar- 
ket here; also the excise coll^jc-d in 
the l^ast upon goo<ls manufactured tboi-e 
aii-1 ci iisiiinod in British Columbia, rhi^:

e:.pabllltles iiiuy be specially ailaptcd. 

'X'he Ageiuhi; which lias already aiipearod 
In these columns. Includes a varied and iu- 
terestlug programme of subjects for con- 
sideration and discussion. A sectional 
teachers' conference has been arrauged for 
Monday, July -3, which, though not a 
meeting of the National Council proper .6 

jilaced on the agenda at the rei|uest of 
several federated teachers' associations, by 
whom the programme will be arranged. 
This meeting should draw together all 
those Interested In the training of the 
young, that most important and dlfllcu't 
problem of the age. 

In addition to this, the National Counc'l 
cll lias placed on the agenda an educational 
section, ocenpying one entire day, when 
papers will be discussed on normal schools, 
kindergarten work, domestic science and 
nianaal training, also "The Life and 'frala- 
ing uf the Child," physical, mental, moral 
and siiirltual, and "Co-Operation Between 
I'arents and Teachers," all most necessary 
Kulijccis and of keen Interest to parents 
and educ-ators generally. 

The resolutions sent In by local councils 
will be considered at a morning session of 
the council and have Bpeelal zeferencc t 
"The Treatment of the Insane," "The Pro-' 
motion and Maintenance of Public Libra- 
ries" and "The Advisability of Organlzlni; 
Women's Bxchanges," for the encourage- 
ment of home Industries and the assistance 
of home workers.
